At Houston. street, ac- 
cording to the officers, Anderson no- 
ticed that he was being followed and 
immediately began to accelerate his 
car.

- Hot muffins have a tremendous ap- 
peal on frosty mornings, yet we im- 
— that few people ha¥ them often. 

e excuse for their absence is that 
“they take too much time.” Now, let 
us see about that. We freely admit 
that the mother who has small chil- 
dren to dress before breakfast, has 
little leisure. She does well to serve 
fruit, cereal, coffee and the inevitable 
But the other homemakers, yes, 
and business women too, in kitchen- 
ette apartments, can manage these 
treats occasionally without being over 
burdened. 

Whatever be the recipe used, the 
dry ingredients ean be sifted the night 
before, and left handy in a covered 
bowl. Then, while the oven heats in 
the morning, the shortening is soften- 
ed in one of the muffin pans,-the egg 
beaten (if egg is called for), milk add- 
ed and the batter or dough soon ready 
for the oiled pans. Small muffin pans 
are preferable, both.as time savers 
and for plenty of delicate crispness. 


with deviled ham or any well seasoned 
meat as a filling, before baking. 
Orange rolls are easy too. Add grated 
orange rind to the sweetened dough 
and make the biscuits small. Dip 
eubes of sugar-in orange juice and 
press éne into the top of each roll. 

For a heartier biscuit with ham or 
bacon, substitute three-fourths of a 
cup of corn meal for a scant cup of 
flour and use chilled bacon drippings | ed 
for shortening. Roll and fold like 
Parker house rolis or make soft and 
bake in muffin pans. If some one in 
the family desires bran it is easily 
added to part of the mixture after 
other pans are filled. We sometimes 
roll the dough thinner and spread 
with chopped fruits and sugar. Dates, 
figs, raisins, prunes. or currants can 
be used in any desired proportion. 
Roll up carefully, eut off in inch 
slices, place’ in well buttered muffin 
pans, sprinkle with sugar and spice 
and bake. Good sized muffin pans 
are best for these and nuts may be

A globe in the study of a scientist 
or geographer is’ no unusual thing. 
But when such a4 globe, upon closer 
inspection, reveals colors that denote 
the presence of palm groves in the 
arctic circle, huge lakes and canals 
traversing the arid territory, we know 
as the Sahara desert, then we may 
think we have to do with a fanciful 
reconstruction of what the earth was 


once like. Some millions of years ago 
—or perhaps, as some man with the 
imagination of a Jules Verne or H. 
G. Wells conjecture this old planet 
in the future, when man shall have 
bent the forces of nature to his w 

This was the case with the earth- 
ball in M. Georges Claude’s study. M. 
Claude is the man who sank a tube 
off the coast of Cuba last year in an 
attempt to extract electric power from 
the difference in oceanic temperatures 
at various depths. An attempt in 
which he was successful, it should be 
added. Papers on the table were 
covered with algebraic figures and 
mathematical puzzles. What did they 
all mean? : 

“They meant,” said M. Claude, quite 
seriously, “that some day we will be 
able to change a country’s climate 
at will by harnessing the ocean. We 
will ‘heat the north pole and grow 
figs on Nova Zembla and we will 
eool the Sahara desert and make that 
frightful waste a fit place for human 
habitation.” 

_Even Jules Verne could not have 
hit upon a more fantastic vision for 
his readers. But M. Claude believes 
in the feasibility of his dream. His 
first tube to be placed at the bottom 
of the ocean developed a current of 
30,000 kilowatt power. It was only 
a small affair. e ‘hopes to get the 
money——in America of course—-to sink 
what he calls real tubes. Then he 
will cause the evaporation of sea 
water into electricity on a grand 
style. All this is only a matter of 
time. As soon as some financier of 
vision comes to M. Claude's assist- 
ance the thing is settled and we'll 
begin the renovation job of old 
Mother Earth. Financiers, we said, 

use politicians and public opinion 
won't help him, M. Claude confided.

Health Talks

A TOUCH OF NEURITIS IN TH 
RIGHT PLACE. 

Having declaimed for years and 
years that there was no such thing as 
rheumatism, I gave many of our older 
readers great joy when I announced 
here last winter that I guessed I was 
developing a little rheumatiz in the 
left knee. But the glee of our friends 
was short lived, for only a few months 
later I was reluctantly constrained to 
report that the rheumatiz or whatever 
it may have been had cleared up after 
a short spell on a modified lance 
troth regimen. Don’t interrupt me 
now to ask what the Langstroth regi- 
men is—it’s a diet, and if you want 
to try it on your case just write in, 
ask for it, say what you think ails 
you, and inclose stamped envelope 
bearing your address. Don’t try to 
make a clipping do in lieu of your 
own request—if you do, I promise you 
will not get the regimen. 

I am experiencing—one can scarce- 
ly say suffering—a touch of brachial 
meuritis at present. Do not be dis- 
turbed by the adjective I apply to my 
neuritis. That merely indicates where 
the trouble is or what nerve is in- 
volved. It is only polite to give an 
inkling like that if you're going to 
mention your trouble at all. If you 
were to tell some one you were nurs- 
ing a broken bone you'd indicate ap- 
proximately the name or at least the 
situation of the lesion, even in every- 
day gossip. Otherwise it would be 
needless to mention the matter at all. 
So when you seriously mean you have 
neuritis you should say so, as I do. 
You must apply the appropriate adjec- 
tive, such as sciatic, optic, facial, in- 
tercostal or brachial if you expect in- 
telligent people to take your diagnosis 
seriously. f you go about prating 
of your “neuritis” the only logical 
conclusion we can draw is that you 
huve too much imagination or, if thre 
is anything actually the matter, then 
about it—you ought to consult a 
physician. 

There is a type of brachial neuritis 
that occurs in drivers of closed cars. 
This form of brachial neuritis is al- 
ways on the left side, the side next 
to the open window, so the French 
physicians assure us. They describe it 
as “sciatica” of the shoulder. Mine 
developed, our old-timers will be de- 
lighted to learn, immediately after a 
drive of several days cross country. I 
had the window on the left open most 
of the time; when the wind was too 
strong that window was closed and 
the window on the right was open. 
Did I take “cold” in the brachial 
lexus? I suppose the old-timers will 
eel positive I did. But I don’t be- 
lieve any kind of neuritis is ever 
caused by cold. At the very best the 
evidence in all such cases seems to 
me just about as- unconvincing as it 
is in my own case. How come I 
didn’t get it on the left side, where our 
French dolleagues. say it invariably

Bit by bit, science delves into the 
unknown and unravels the mysteries 
of physics for the benefit of mankind. 
Machines and trick gadgets of the 
type visualized in “far-fetched” stories 
by imaginative writers frequently are 
becoming actualities. 

The latest arrival from magic-land 
is an artificial fever machine designed 
for the treatment of paresis, arthritis, 
and other serious ailments. It comes 
from the famed General Electric lab- 
oratories, and is the product of the 
General Electric X-Ray Corporation. 

Such a machine has been on display 
at Grady hospital during the past 
several days, and is to be shipped to 
Baltimore, where other physicians will 
marvel at its work. At present, it is 
on display in the office of the X-Ray 
company at 155 Forrest avenue, N. 
E., where J. G. Marshall, representa- 
tive of the company, explained its ac- 
tion to a newspaperman Friday.

Housed in a black box with nu- 
merous recording needles, switches and 
spark gaps as its visible parts, the 
diathermie machine shoots high fre- 
quency current through the human 
body with the aid of insulated plates 
attached to the. front and back of the 
patient. The high frequency “juice” 
creates heat in the body and produces 
an artificial fever, a valuable substi- 
tute for the old method of treating 
paresis and arthritis by infecting the 
patient with malaria. 

In some of the malaria method 
treatments the patients were cured -f 
paresis, arthritis and other diseases, 
but died of malaria. With the diather- 
mic machine it is possible to so control 
the fever that the patient suffers no 
ill effects, as the fever can be lowered 
after being raised. This involves the 
matter of insulation. Paresis, long a 
bugaboo of medical science, formerly 
was virtually always fatal, until doc- 
tors began experimenting with the

has been discovered a few mites east 
of Babylon by the Oxford University 
Field Museum expedition in Mesopo- 
tamia. 

On top of it is the first well-pre- 
served palace of the Sassanian dynasty 
of Persian kings ever found. And 
the discovery of the palace was large- 
ly accidental. 

Professor Stephen Langdon, the 
American-born director of the expedi- 
tion, explained it to the Associated 
Press today. 

The Field director, he said, waiting 
to begin excavations on the main hill 
over the site of the ancient city, set 
his Arab workmen to leveling the 
mounds of earth near by. They had 
not been at work for a week before 
one wall and two gateways of the 
royal Persian palace had been Iaid 


date at about 350 A. D. 

Below it, in layers representing the 
various stages of civilization, are the 
ruins of buildings which preceded the 
palace. Vertical shafts in the great 
hill where ancient rulers built tem- 
; ples to the mother goddess show bnild- 
ings dating back to the Sumerians, the 
first known civilized race. 

The Roman empire was constantly 
at war with the Sassanian kings and 
Professor Langdon believes the palace 
will contribute new information on 
this period of the Roman empire. Gold 
ornaments and pieces of sculpture al- 
ready found show a blend of Persian 
and Greco-Roman influences. 

Only one palace of this dynasty has 
ever been uncovered and on that_ore 
the ornaments had been destroye@ by 
looters. 

The gateway of this one is decorated 
with twelve female figures on a lintel. 
Excavators hope to fix the date of 
construction of the palace by means 
of inscriptions and coins found in it.

our officers did not need that 
training now. Notwithstanding 
that many instances in both Brit- 
and French experience prove 
the contrary, the French are. very 
They are just 
@ little bit inclined to hold them- 
selyes superior in the art of war 
to both the British and ourselves, 
and that does not always set very 
well. 

So finally they criticized us, 
not only to their war office, but 
General Petain commented on our 
methods rather hastily to Mr. 
House and also to General Bliss. 
I explained our position to both 
these gentlemen, adding that I 
had myself studied, and had re- 
quired as thorough study as pos- 
sible by. our officers of both 
French and British methods and 
experience and had endeavored to 
select and adopt the best. 

Naturally it would be quite 
impossible for us to adopt French 
tactics throughout. That we 
must retain our basic principles 
is agreed to by all officers ex- 
 semeyy in training our troops. 

we have used the French ex- 
ample less, and following more 
our own ideas of requiring men to 
think for themselves and learn 
practically the principles appli- 
cable both to open and trench 
warfare, the French hastily con-

This was the main cause of 
the feeling. As M. Clemenceau 
was Very anxious for harmony he 
rather exaggerated the thing in 
his own mind, I later explained 
my view to him, as I did also to 
General Petain, who saw the 
force of my position and frankly 
said so.

f course we realize that the 
French are short of men, but, 
except in a temporary emergency, 
differences in language and meth- 
ods would make the combination 
for actual fighting quite out of 
the question. In my recent dis- 
enssions with them I have made 
that point clear, and they seem 
to have actepted it, so we had 

‘but to settle the question of 
_ training. 
In the end, my conferences with 
_M. Clemenceau and General Pe- 
tain have resulted in what now 
seems to a very satisfactory 
understanding. It has been agreed 
then that we should go on as in 
the past, aided by French instruc- 
tors and a more limited number 
of French units, following such 
courses of training as we should 
_. prescribe, and that later our regi- 
ments should go into French di- 
visions, posted in a quiet sector,

It is to be noted that General 
Bliss is to be continued on the 
active list.

With 
the Belgian locomotive now being 
put into shape, and an increase 
in the number of men to repair 
cars, we shall be able to keep 
ahead of. transportation require- 
ments. There are thousands of 
cars in France that are out of 
repair, and to repair these and 
put them in shape will not only 
expedite matters but will save 
much tonnage that can ke devoted 
to something else... . 


According to cables there has 
been some move made in Washb- 
ington by the engineer corps to 
put the engineers back in control 
of our railroads here. This would 
be the greatest kind of ‘mistake 
We now have experienced rail- 
rond men in charge of the rail- 
way transportation department, 
and to my mind it would be next 
to fatal to give it over to en- 
gineers to run.

Up 
to this time only a limited number of 
trains had been allotted to our use 
these at such © segular intervals 
that our service was more or less 
haphazard. V". were confronted with 
an increasing demand for rail trans- 
pori.tion which the French could not 
fully appreciate. In their own way 
they appearcd to be making an effort 
to ai.’ us, but Claveille undertook to 
keep track of every detail of opera- 
tion, even to the aHotment of each 
piece of transportation to this or that 
use, and we were left in a continuous 
state of uncertainty. 


He would not believe that there 
could be any method better than that 
of the French, which we regarded as 
antiquated. There were nearly enough 
damaged or lost cars and engines here 
and there thioughout France to sup- 
ply cur needs if they could only be 
put in order, and I offered to send 
out experts to assist in locating them. 


With the object of obtaining control 
over our Own movements of trains, 
with our own railway organization, 
General W. W. Atterbury, in charge of 
our rail system, and I had already 
made several visits to M. Claveille’s 
office. Again seeing him January 
21, 1918, I asked that authority at 
ports, so far as rail transportation 
and port management were concerned, 
be concentrated in one official, to 
which he agreed although it was not 
done for some time. He also prom- 
ised better co-operation in furnishing 
cars, but he had dene that before. 


We proposed that the French should 
turn ove: to us a fixed number of 
engines and ca_s and let us run them 
ourselves, but Claveille was obdurate | 
and would make no such concessions. 
It finally became necessary to take 
the matter up with M. Clemenceau be- 
fore we got any consideration of this 
Suggestion. 


Early Crisis Threatened. 


With the growth of our armies and 
the consequent greater need for port 
and rail accommodation our situation 
threatened an early crisis not entirely 
indicated in my letter to the secretary. 


The question of getting our men 
overseas as rapidly as possible was 
being emphasized by both the French 
and British tlfen. The British had 
made an offer to transport a number 
of battalions for service with their 
divisions, as mentioned in the preced- 
ing chapter and in my letter to Sec- 
retary Baker, I gave my views of this 
offer as follows: 


Although in serving with the 
British we should not have differ- 
ence in language to contend with, 
the sticking point of the thing 
is service under another flag. If 
human beings were pawns it 
would be different, but they are 
our own men and we should there- 
fore study carefully our national 
sentiment and the attitude of our 
enemy and the people toward the 
proposition. 

Generally speaking, the’ army 
would be opposed to it, officers 
and all, but really the question 
presented is, can we afford not to 
send over extra men to help our 
Allies in what may be an emer- 
gency when the necessary extra 
sea transportation is offered and 
we have the spare men? As al- 
ready cabled, there is less difficul- 
ty in sending over men than ma- 
terial, and men will probably be 
needed before the material can be 
obtained and the men trained to 
use it. 

If we agree to this we must in- 
sist upon our men being returned 
when called for, or at least when 
we get over the remainder of the 
organizations from which they 
may be taken, and, besides, we 
must insist that the British and 
French both do their utmost un- 
til we can come in with a well- 
organized and well-trained force 
large enough to count. We must 
look forward to bearing a very 
heavy part in this conflict before 
it ends, and our forces should: not 
be dissipated except for a tem- 
porary emergency. Moreover, it 
is unnecessary to say, when the 
war ends our position will be 
- stronger if our army acting as 
such shall have played a distinct 
and definite part. 

The supreme war council seems 
to be busy at work on vigorous 
studies, although its status as yet 
is not very clearly defined. The 
opinion generally prevails that its 
function is only that of an ad- 
visory body, although it is cred- 
ited with having a certain politi- 
‘cal .aspect. .There seems little 
probability of a supreme war 
commander being selected, nor, as 
I am informed. is it generally fa- 
rored, especially by members of 
the*council. All the Allies want | 
concerted attion, of course, but. ° | 
for the present, thorongh under- : 
standing and close liaison be- 
‘tween the high commands appear | 
to be the only solution. |

Ever Reached

LOS ANGELES, Feb. 6.—(/)— 
Adolfo De La Huerta, leadet of two 
Mexican revolutions and once  pro- 
visional president ef the southern re- 
public, is again in rebellion, this time 
at the head of an artistie revolt. 

A frail, timid girl with wide eyes 
marched into De La Huerta’s voice 
studio today, stood before Maestro 
Adolfo and crities gathered there, and 
sang the highest notes ever produced 
by a human throat—a “C” three oc- 
taves above middle “C.” 


A critic refused to believe his hear- 
ing, so another young woman, less 
timid but’ scarcely more _ robust, 
marched in-and did the same thing. 
Then the two girls went up another 
note in the scale, to “D,” above the | 
witching high “C,” just to make it | 
unanimous, 

When a De La Huerta tenor stroll- 
ed im and sang an “F” above that | 
much slighted high “C,” ‘the highest 
male note since Rubini, monarch of 
tenors early in the nineteenth cen- 
tury, the revolt was on in earnest. 


None of the astonishing notes 
squeaked. All were round and full as 
the solid shot in those other, noisier 
De La Huerta uprisings. 

The feminine vocalists were Leonor 
Rosas and Cora Montes, coloratura so- 
pranos. The tenor was Lus De Ibar- 
guen, Their performances were in the 
nature of a warning to singers and 
vocal teachers that the musical shin 
of state was in danger of being over- 
thrown, scuttled and generally washed 


up. . 

“TI Jike this kind of revolution bet- 
ter,” remarked De La Huerta when 
his opening volleys had been fired. He 
had produced the high voices with the 
aid of a teaching method popular in 
Italy 200 years ago but slighted since. 
It was the Porpora method, by which 
De La Huerta also hopes to make En- 
rico Caruso, Jr., an adequate son of 
his father, who ruled the kingdom of 
tenors until his death 11 years ago. 

“These girls are singing higher than 
any woman ever has sung,’ the maes- 
tro said. “Musical history books will 
bear this out. Malibran, daughter of 
Manuel Vicente Garcia, teacher of 
Jenny Lind, sang an “F” above “C” 
while a favorite, between 1820 and 
1830. She had the highest voice ever 
known until these little ladies—” 

The tenor, Ibarguen, sings the 
opera, “I Puritani,’ the only vehicle 
in opera. calling for the singing of «n 
“F” above “C” in its original key 
throughout.

New proposals aimed at settlement 
of the old city hall lease question, a 
bone of contention in borough govern- 
ment circles for months, Friday drew.

the lease alone until the courts pass 


on it.” 


Alderman G. Everett Millican, act- 
ing mayor, revealed that ke has been. 
conducting negotiations for several 
months with parties who may pre- 
sent a new offer to the city for the. 
property with the plan of erecting a 
large building and paying the city 
$25,000 or $30,000 a month rent. 

Berman Plans Action. 

Councilman Joseph E. Berman, of 
thé fourth ward, announced that at 
the next council meeting, February 
16, he will introduce a fesolution to 
have the Carling Hotel Company lease 
declared void so the city can rent 
the property to another firm. ~ Ber- 
man’s reason for this proposal, he 
said, is to allow council to place part 
of the money jn the finance sheet in 
place of anticipations from collection 
of the water bill discounts so council 
can repeal the discount elimination 
ordinance, 

Berman proposes to call for new 
offers on the site and lease the prop- 
erty to another firm, with provisions 
for suing the Carling Hotel Company 
for any loss in revenue, the difference 
between the new lessee’s rent and the 
rent charged the Carling company. 
To collect this difference, Berman 
would attach the $50,000 certified 
check put up by the Carling company 
to guarantee erection of a $2,500,000 
building within three years. 


“I see no reason for waiting,” Ber- 
man said. “The “~ might just as 
well go ahead and have the Carling 
lease declared void, for the company 
is way behind in the rent, and then 
let somebody. else have a lease for the 
property.” 

Mayson To Follow Council, 


City Attorney Mayson said that he 
will, of course, abide by whatever ac- 
tion council takes, but he recommends: 
that council leave the lease question 
in its present status until the courts 
pass on the matter. The city attorney's - 
office has not had time yet to finish 
the court case, but the matter will 
probably come up in Fulton superior 
court later this month, Mayson said.

TAYLOR 10 FACE TRIAL 


AGAIN AT EARLY DATE 


Walter C. Taylor, former city clerk, 
will be placed on trial agatn at an 
early date to answer to a new indict- 
ment voted against him by the Fulton 
grand jury Friday, Solicitor-General 
John A. Boykin said Friday night. 

The new indictment charges bribery 
in three counts, the true bill confurm- 
ing, it was said, in so far as is pos- 
sible with the opinion of the court of 
appeals when it reversed a previous 
conviction of the former city clerk. 

The first count charges that Taylor 
received $500 from Marvin P. Roane 
for influencing the council to lay a 
sidewalk in front of Roane’s property 
on West Peachtree street near Porter 
place and that Taylor certified the 
ordinance to the mayor. 

The second count charges that Tay- 
lor accepted a bribe of $9,000 for get- 
ting through council and certifying to 
the mayor a settlement of the Thomas 
A. Brady claim against the city grow- 
ing out of the Pryor-Central viaduct 
project. 

The third count charges that the 
former city clerk received $2,500 from 
the Atlantic Steel Company for ex- 
eluding that company's property from 
an annexation proposal which went 
before council in 1929. The two lat- 
ter counts, like the first; charge that 
the city clerk certified the ordinances 
involved to the mayor and thereby 
brought his official capacity into use. 

Mr. Boykin said the case would be 
given the first open date on the crimi- 
nal court calendar.

Hoover Signs First 


Of Deficiency Bills 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—()—The 
first regular appropriation bill of this 
session became law today when Pres- 
ident Hoover signed the deficiency 
measure providing $109,303,000 to 
cover emergency expenditures in this 
fiscal year. 

The bill makes immediately avail- 
able $45,562,000 for construction, 
$34,900,000 of which is for federal | 
highway aid. It also provides $2, 000,- 
000 for the public health service to 
use in purchasing medical supplies and 
aiding in rural sanitation in drouth 
stricken areas. 

Payments to the revolving reclama- 
tion fund by land holders in reclama- 
tion projects are suspended for two 
years under the act. This provision 
was inserted by the senate to relieve 
farmers who would lose their holdings 
by defaulting payments.
